(3) The decedent or any person authorized in subsection (2) of this section to direct the manner of disposition of the decedent’s remains may delegate such
authority to any person 18 years of age or older. Such delegation shall be made by completion of the written instrument described in subsection (7) of this
section. The person to whom the authority is delegated shall have the same authority under subsection (2) of this section as the person delegating the
authority. ***

(7) The signature of the individual shall be required for the completion of the written instrument required in subsection (3) of this section. The following
form or a form substantially similar shall be used by all individuals...
